HERE were 125,000 suicides in 
g the United States in 1912 and. 
over 187,000 insane people ac- 

i counted for.confined in institu- 
tions. It is well known that both sui- 
cide and insanity are increasing every 
year at a greater ratio than popula- 
tion. ae 

If some disease should become epi- 
demic in any part of the country and 

ill .125,000 people every year and 
cause another large army to go in- 
sane all the newspapers. churches. 

« physicians, societies.and the public in 
general would sound ab alarm that 
would ring around the world and steps 
would be taken immediately to ascer- 
tain the causes and if possible to 
stamp out the awful maiady,. but. the 
public seems to have accepted these 
tragedies and calamities as a matter 
of course, and they therefore attract 
no special notice. 

The fact that over 100,000 good 
American people can be driven to a 
eondition so desperate that they will 
thke their own lives and another large 
number lose their reason every year 
Deints to conditions so serious that it 
ofight to stir the blood of every normal 
Man and woman in the country. 

Behind nearly every case of suicide 
and insanity there is, in my-opinion, a 

j definite and knowable cause, and tf 

the cause is knowable it can be pre- 
vented. Having dealt for many years 
with human suffering: and listened pa- 
tiently to pleadings for'help, I am con- 
‘vinced t in the majority of cases 
both and insanity come from 
acommon catse.  . 

When we ‘consider that insanity. is 
far worse that death and add the in- 

, Sane to the annual suicides it Is a far 
more serious problem than tubercu- 
losis, which is receiving worldwide 
attention and both state and govern- 
mental aid-in many countries, While 

a few people go Insane and probably 
take their own lives on account of 

financial and sentimental difficulties. 

: the great majority of lunatics and sui- 
cides are caused by: nervous fits and | 
storms that originate in the digestive 
organism. A spell of ordinary melan- | 
cholia is a step toward the asylum or 
‘g0me rash act: 

‘Melancholia is caused by hyperchio- | 
rhydria. which means superacidity, or | 
what is ordinarily called sour stom- 
ach. Most people pay but little attien- 
tion to this. They take bicatbonate of. | 
adda, bismuth or nux vomica, which 
merely neutralizes the acid, and, then | 
go on eating the same things, making ' 
the same mistakes in their diet that 
produced this condition. The causes | 
still remain. They become chronic; the 
stomach becomes highly irritated by 
the soda, which is both an alkali and 
an acid, as well also as the acid of the 
stomach. The food passing from the 
stomach supercharged with acid irri- | 
tates tle entire intestinal tract. { 

The stomach and the brain are con- 
nected by a complicated. nervous sys- 
tem, and: when the stomach is irritated, 
burning and convulsing day and night 
with acid, theée nerves carry the news 
fo the brain.

science. 

It would be difficult for the person 
who has never felt the depression of 


melancholia to. comprehend how such SCHEDULE 
a crime could be. committed without 


criminal intention behind it, but any ; 
experienced physician will tell you 
that the great majority of suicides and 
insanity cases and many crimes orig- 
inate in the digestive organs. 

During my proféssional work hun- 
dreds of people have come to me and, 
describing their condition, have in sub- 
stance said, “I must have relief or I 
will ‘be compelled to ega it.” The ma- 
jority of these people had no financial 
or social trouble, but their stories all 
boiled down would read something like 
this: “Evérything 1 eat fermeits, 
turns sour.and makes gas. J have no 
rest day or night. -I am almost com- 
pletely incapacitated for - business. 
While I am awake I have premoni- 
tions of digaster and horrible things all 
the time, and when.I am asleep I am 
tormiented by gréwsome dreams. I 
feel that my mind has about all it can 
stand, and unless ‘I get ‘relief it will 
give way completely and I shall be- 
come totally insane. At times I feel 
very well; at other times everything is 
dark and hopeless. 1 cannot keep out 
of my mind the thoughts, ‘What’s the 
use of living?’ ‘Why not end it alt?’ 
These thoughits:are becoming more fre- 
quent and more depressing, and if, I 
do not gef’rélief- 1 fear I will some day 
end al of this trouble” 

A working man came to me for treat- 
ment not long since and during his-ex- 
amination confessed that the night be- 
fore it was with the greatest difficulty 
he restrained himself from murdering 
his wife and child. -He said that after 
supper they were sitting around their 
little stove in their four room cottage. 
A hatchet was lying under the stove, 
the gas in his stomach began to form, 
the sour water began to rise in his 
throat; his: stomach was burning as 
with a fever, and he looked at the 
hatchet and the wife and the child and 
found himself reaching for it with the 
single thought of murder. He told me 
this story while the tears streamed 
from his eyes.: He was a kind hearted 
and sympathetic man, who had never 
been accused of a Wrong thing. but the 
opportunity, the fermenting mass of 
food, the stomach almost afire with 
acid, came nearly making of him the 
vilest of criminals.
